moemOOL REPORT. 


The School Board would submit the following report for 
the year ending March 1, 1889: 

We point with pride to the net cost of school books for the 
year, and can truly say that the benefits from the free text book 
system are so decided as to leave no doubt of the wisdom of 
the plan. 

Non-attendance, referred to in our previous reports, is still 
the cause of much complaint, and although we realize that we 
have been very unfortunate in town for three successive years 
in having annual visitations of contagious disease, interrupting 
school attendance, we still believe that many parents do not 
make earnest efforts to have their children attend school. 


The school at the Center, under the care of Miss Prescott, 
made fair advancement, but demonstrated the fact that the 
school is too large for one teacher to control, and proves the 
- wisdom of last year’s suggestion that something be done tow- 
ards grading the school. Discipline is necessary to success 
and we believe a mixed school of fifty or more is too large for 
a teacher of ordinary ability to control. . 


The school at Rowe’s Corner, under the management of 
Miss Mulliken, made about the usual advancement, although 
interrupted by sickness and other causes which tended to lessen 
the interest in school in this part of the town. We also no- 
ticed that Miss Mulliken, known as a good disciphnarian, 
found it more difficult to control fifty scholars than thirty. 

The school in the Hoyt district was taught the first term 


by Miss Pollard, who maintained her usual record of success, 
but was unable to continue through the year. Miss Smith

then taught ten weeks with moderate success, but prefering to 
resign at the expiration of that time, she was succeeded by 
Miss Boswell of this town, who continued the school for seven 
weeks and gave general satisfaction. 


The school at the Junction, taught by Mrs. Watkins, was 
a profitable one.’ Good advancement was made and fair order 
maintained. We heard but little complaint from the school 
and think that most of the parents who sent scholars were - 
much pleased with the work done. 


Trusting that all good citizens will endeavor to co-operate 
with the School Board and such teachers as they may select in 
the future, in the advancement of the cause of education in this 
town, and will take a lively interest in the same, we again in- . 
vite you to visit the different schools often during the year.
